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Interview  With  The 
Head  of  School

rhe  new  Head  of  Balmoral 
Hall  School,  Diane  Bieber, 
brings  many  years  of  academic 
and  administration  experience 
and  expertise  to  this  position.  Diane  is 
married  to  Andrew  Bieber  who  has 
been  most  supportive  and  encouraging 
in  her  new  role. 

Q:  You  were  appointed  Head  of 
School  in  January  1996.  How  are  you 
approaching  your  role? 

A:  I  am  approaching  my  role  as 
Head  of  the  School  with  excitement 
and  anticipation,  as  we  move  towards  a 
new  millenium  and  the  celebration  of 
Balmoral  Hall's  100th  Birthday  in 
2001.  A  lot  has  changed  at  Balmoral 
Hall  over  the  years,  but  one  thing 
remains  constant  —  we  want  to  contin- 
ue to  be  the  best  independent  girls' 
school  in  Canada.  To  do  this,  we  will 
continue  to  anticipate  the  needs  of  our 
ever-changing  society,  so  we  may  pre- 
pare our  students  to  compete  and  be 
successful  in  this  environment.  I  know 
we'll  achieve  our  goals  with  the  contin- 
ued support  of  the  School's  wonderful 
community  of  students,  parents,  facul- 
ty, staff,  and  Alumnae. 

Q:  How  is  the  School  adapting  to 
the  changing  needs  of  students  and 
the  marketplace? 

A:  Firstly,  we've  reorganized  our 
administration  structure,  with  an 
emphasis  on  teamwork.  This  way  we 
can  operate  in  a  streamlined,  focused 
fashion.  As  a  team,  we're  reassessing 
our  academic  programs,  co-curricular 
programs  and  the  leadership  opportu- 
nities to  give  our  students  the  well- 
rounded  skills  they'll  need  to  continue 
to  excel  once  they  graduate. 

We're  also  working  to  get  students 
more  involved  in  decision-making  in 
all  areas  of  school  life,  so  they  will  take 
ownership,  increase  their  independent 
skills  and  have  greater  accountability 
for  their  actions.  For  example,  the 
Director  of  Middle/Senior  School  - 
Academics  is  encouraging  students  to 
become  more  involved  in  the  process 
of  choosing  a  university. 

We  also  believe  it  is  important  to 
encourage  our  students  to  become 


more  involved  in  the  community.  The 
Director  of  Middle/Senior  School  - 
Student  Programs  is  seeking  more 
involvement  of  our  students  in  the 
community  and  business  world.  For 
instance,  we  had  our  Grade  7  class  par- 
ticipate in  "Take  Our  Kids  to  Work 
Day"  in  November,  and  we're  increas- 
ing our  involvement  with  Junior 
Achievement. 

As  well  as  looking  at  programs  and 
what  our  students  need  for  successful 
futures,  we  are  considering  physical 
improvements  to  the  School  which  are 
necessary  to  continue  being  the  best 
girls'  school  in  Canada.  We're  in  the 
final  stages  of  our  Capital  Campaign 
and  the  proceeds  will  be  a  new  Athletic 
Centre,  a  Theatre/Performing  Arts 
Centre,  and  a  Media/Technology 
Centre. 

Q:  What  challenges  and  opportu- 
nities have  you  identified? 

A:  Some  say  that  the  increasing 
number  of  all-girls  classes  in  public 
schools  is  a  challenge  to  our  School.  I 
view  this  trend  as  an  opportunity.  It 
tells  me  that  more  parents  are  seeing 
the  merits  of  a  single-gender  education, 
and  that  they  are  seeking  out  this  envi- 
ronment for  their  daughters.  Generally 
speaking,  statistics  show  that  enrol- 
ment in  independent  schools  is  on  the 
rise.  Studies  prove  that  girls  do  learn 
better  in  a  single-sex  environment. 
We've  known  this  for  years.  We  have 
written  the  book  on  this  educational 
approach,  so  to  speak,  with  nearly  100 
years  of  practice!  Some  public  schools 
are  copying  a  few  of  the  things  we  are 
doing  and  as  the  saying  goes,  "imita- 
tion is  the  greatest  form  of  flattery". 

I  recognize  the  importance  of  having 
an  international  component  to  our  stu- 
dent population,  and  I  think  there  are 
opportunties  in  this  realm.  Recruiting 
students  from  around  the  world  to  live 
in  residence  continues  to  be  an  ongoing 
part  of  our  School's  mandate. 

In  a  nutshell,  this  is  a  very  exciting 
time  to  be  leading  Balmoral  Hall. 
Opportunities  abound  for  our  students 
and  School.

Q:  What  role  do  you  see  for  the 
Alumnae? 

A:  I  would  like  to  see  the  Alumnae 
more  involved  in  many  aspects  of  the 
School,  acting  as  role  models,  speakers, 
volunteers,  and  mentors  for  students.  I 
look  forward  to  more  interaction 
between  current  students  and  Alumnae. 

We  have  started  to  implement  some 
of  these  philosophies  by  hosting  a  ten- 
year  reunion  for  the  Class  of  '86.  It 
was  wonderful  to  see  the  Class  of  '86 
talking  to  the  students  who  will  gradu- 
ate this  year.  We  need  to  band  together 
and  support  each  other  emotionally 
and  financially. 

Q:  What  makes  you  tick?  What 
motivates  you  to  go  forward  each  day? 

A:  Since  the  first  day  I  started  at 
Balmoral  Hall  as  a  classroom  teacher,  I 
believed  in  everything  the  School  rep- 
resented. B.H.  has  a  wonderful  sense  of 
history  and  also  provides  opportunities 
girls  could  not  receive  elsewhere.  I  am 
proud  to  represent  B.H.  and  help  the 
School  go  forward. 

It  is  the  students  who  motivate  me 
on  a  daily  basis.  Every  day,  I  think 
about  how  lucky  we  are  to  have  a  stu- 
dent body  who  is  here  to  learn  and  are 
enthusiastic  about  all  aspects  of  school 
life.  We  have  to  make  this  the  most 
rewarding  experience  that  they  can 
possibly  have  —  each  and  every  day 
they  are  at  Balmoral  Hall  School.  I 
believe  that  I  have  been  very  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  represent  the  School  as 
Head  of  School.

The  8th  Annual  Manitoba  Student 
Leadership  Conference  was  held  at 
Balmoral  Hall  School,  September  20  - 
22,  1996.  The  Student  Council  mem- 
bers of  55  high  schools  in  Manitoba 
who  attended  this  Conference  were 
considered  the  leaders  from  their 
respective  schools. 

At  first  glance,  one  might  have 
thought  that  leading  cheers  was  a  pre- 
requisite for  the  Conference;  however, 
a  closer  scrutiny  showed  that  the 
theme  was  really  to  value  oneself  and 
thus  set  standards  to  lead  one's  peers.

As  Balmoral  Hall  delegates  to 
the  Student  Leadership 
Conference,  we,  along  with 
over  300  students  from  all 
over  Manitoba,  flocked  to  the  Atrium 
screaming  out  cheers  and  hugging  each 
other.  Each  delegate  was  given  a 
colourful  ball  of  yarn  called  a  warm 
fuzzy,  in  which  you  exchange  one 
string  with  another  person  and  give  out 
hugs.  We  were  all  divided  into  colour 
groups  with  two  or  three  Rainbow 
Rockers  as  our  leaders.  Rainbow 
Rockers  were  30  students  who  served 
as  student  leaders/motivators  through- 
out the  Conference.

The  Cast  of  "CATS' 


It  all  began  in  June,  of  last  year, 
when  preliminary  auditions  were 
held  after  an  exciting  year  with 
Beverly  Aronovitch  as  the  new 
Drama  and  Music  teacher  at  Balmoral 
Hall.  Shortly  after  our  return  to  school 
in  the  Fall,  final  auditions  and  rehearsal 
schedules  were  underway.  It  was  at 
these  auditions  that  the  cast  surprised 
one  another  with  their  talent  and  char- 
acter, and  that  the  anticipation  of  an 


exciting  musical  experience  was  born 
for  many  cast  members. 

The  initiation  of  our  conversion  to 
"CATS"  took  root  at  the  weekend 
retreat,  where  we  spent  three  days 
learning  how  to  move,  express  our- 
selves, react,  and  sound  like  cats.  The 
cast  spent  a  lot  of  time  around  the  fire- 
place and  in  the  recreation  hall  going 
through  the  score  —  for  the  first  time 
—  and  working  on  creative  and  impro- 


visational  techniques.  We  also  spent 
time  getting  to  know  each  other:  play- 
ing on  the  trampoline,  talking  over 
meals,  exploring  the  camp,  and  even  ini- 
tiating our  own  dance.  Perhaps  one  of 
the  greatest  benefits  of  being  a  part  of 
"CATS"  was  that  students  of  different 
grades  and  social  groups  who  might  not 
have  become  friends,  had  the  opportu- 
nity to  work  together  and  get  to  know 
one  another. 
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After  the  retreat  the  hard  work  began. 
Vocal  parts  were  learned,  choreogra- 
phy was  set,  characters  began  to  devel- 
op, and  we  began  to  work  together  as  a 
unit.  Through  the  perseverance  and 
dedication  of  the  directors,  cast  and 
crew,  "CATS"  began  to  take  shape. 
Now,  anyone  in  the  performing  arts 
will  tell  you  that  the  initial  "shape"  and 
final  product  of  any  performance  bear 
little  resemblance  to  one  another. 
However,  the  materialization  of  the 
vision  inspires  and  motivates  through 
the  work  and  frustration  accompany- 
ing any  challenge. 

In  January,  after  Mrs.  Sammons' 
thorough  search  for  the  perfect  space, 
rehearsals  moved  to  the  infamous 
"warehouse".  Located  in  St.  Boniface 
Industrial  Park,  the  cast  (and  parents, 
no  doubt  eager  to  drive)  set  out 
equipped  with  sleeping  bags,  a  food 
supply,  and  numerous  layers  of  clothes 
to  battle  the  white-out.  We  came  in 
from  the  storm  to  find  an  incredible  set. 
Although  this  was  exciting,  it  also 
meant  that  it  was  necessary  to  reset 
much  of  the  choreography  —  which 
one  is  somewhat  less  than  thrilled  to  do 
after  five  months  of  rehearsal.  In  any 
case,  opening  night  was  getting  closer, 
rehearsals  more  frequent,  and  excite- 
ment greater.  We  had  come  to  the  "final 
stretch",  when  the  achievement  of  a  goal 


is  at  arm's  length,  and  although  the 
majority  of  the  work  is  done,  the  push 
to  maintain  energy  and  enthusiasm  (try 
singing  "Jellicle  Cats"  five  hundred 
times  —  with  enthusiasm)  weighs  heavi- 
ly on  everyone.  It  is  here  where  one 
finds  oneself  moving  pianos  in  a  ware- 
house at  11:30  at  night,  falling  into  bed 
after  a  rehearsal,  not  wanting  to  meow 
for  two  consecutive  days. ...and  here 
where  we  really  pulled  together. 

The  first  time  we  tried  on  our  cos- 
tumes and  attempted  to  apply  cat 
make-up  will  forever  be  indelible  in 
my  mind.  Slipping  into  a  unitard  and 
ears  is  a  feat  in  itself,  as  any  cast  mem- 
ber will  tell  you.  Imagine,  if  you  will, 
the  entire  cast  with  one  half  of  a  cat 
face  (the  half  painted  by  the  make-up 
artist)  and  one  half  looking  as  though  it 
has  recently  emerged  from  a  paint  war 
(the  "other"  half).  The  comic  relief 
managed  to  outweigh  the  worries  of 
the  possibility  that  we  might  end  up 
looking  like  dead  cats.  And,  as  we  were 
assured  by  Mrs.  Condra,  Mrs. 
Hrousalas,  Mrs.  Aronovitch,  and  Mrs. 
Friesen,  we  learned. 

It  was  not  long  before  we  moved  to 
the  Franco-Manitobain  Cultural 
Centre,  and,  finally,  it  was  opening 
night.  We  were  nervous,  excited,  and 
full  of  anticipation  to  present  a  show 
that  we  loved  and  had  put  so  many 


hours  of  work  into.  What  happened 
next  is  what  makes  all  of  the  time  and 
effort  so  rewarding:  we  let  go.  I  hope  it 
looked  like  we  were  having  fun  because 
we  were!  It  is  an  amazing  feeling  to 
work  hard,  learn  something  well,  and 
get  such  a  fabulous  response  from  a 
supportive  audience.  Parents,  friends, 
siblings,  and  teachers  were  overwhelm- 
ing in  their  support  and  enthusiasm, 
making  this  one  of  the  most  successful 
productions  B.H.  has  ever  seen. 

There  were  so  many  contributors  to 
this  show.  Among  them  were  Susan 
Sammons,  the  Producer,  who  likely 
didn't  breathe  from  September  to 
January;  our  talented  Accompanist, 
Wes  Elias;  Brenda  Gorlick,  the 
Choreographer;  Costume  Designers 
Mrs.  Hrousalas,  Mrs.  Condra,  and 
Mrs.  Friesen;  Mrs.  Greenhill  and  the 
many  student  make-up  assistants;  the 
amazing  crew,  including  Stage 
Manager,  Sarah  Wehrle,  Ginny  May, 
Mr.  Cain,  and  Ms.  Bonnett;  Danny 
Carroll  and  the  Band,  and,  of  course, 
my  dear  friend  and  our  Director, 
Beverly  Aronovitch,  without  whom 
the  production  would  not  have  been 
possible.  Thank  you  all  on  behalf  of 
the  entire  cast,  who  will  likely  be  mak- 
ing involuntary  cat  noises,  at  least  until 
the  next  show.

I have  always  felt  that  Canada  is  the 
best  country  in  the  world  in  which 
to  live.  And  this  year  at  the  World 
Public  Speaking  and  Debating 
Championships,  my  feeling  was  not 
only  reinforced,  but  also  augmented.

Approximately  50 
competitors  from  Canada,  U.S., 
Argentina,  Pakistan,  Israel,  Cyprus, 
Botswana,  Australia,  Wales,  England, 
and  Northern  Ireland,  competed  in 
this  tournament  held  at  Reading  Blue 
Coat  School,  in  honour  of  its  350th 
anniversary.  The  competition  itself 
included  five  categories:  Debating, 
Interpretive  Reading,  Impromptu 
Speaking,  Persuasive  Speaking,  and 
After  Dinner  Speaking.  The  first  three 
categories  are  compulsory  and  the 
competitors  have  to  choose  to  do 
either  Persuasive  or  After  Dinner.  We 
competed  in  each  of  our  four  rounds 
twice  in  regular  rounds,  over  two 
days.  Although  the  competition 
schedule  was  heavy,  it  was  also  very 
relaxed.  There  would  be  an  hour 
between  each  round,  so  we  might  take 
tea.  We  also  travelled  to  Oxford  on  the 
25th  and,  while  there,  we  held  our 
own  version  of  the  Oscars.

I remember  the  Alamo!  Walt 
Disney's  Davy  Crockett  (AKA 
Fess  Parker)  introduced  me  to  the 
site  of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  long 
before  I  could  distinguish  between 
legend  and  life.  More  recently,  I 
remember  that  it  was  certainly  A 
Privilege  to  accept  an  appointment  at 
Trinity  College,  in  San  Antonio.  I  was 
one  of  seven  Canadians,  among  684 
faculty  consultants,  whom  the 
Princeton  College  Board  had  invited  to 
the  1996  Advanced  Placement 
Literature  and  Composition  Reading. 

On  May  8th,  our  own  Erin  Essery, 
Jennifer  Fultz  and  Frangoise  Vouriot 
were  three  of  approximately  500,000 
exceptional  students,  world-wide,  who 
had  chosen  to  write  the  AP  Literature 
and  Composition  Exam.  As  always,  I 
was  more  APprehensive  than  my  stu- 
dents. Had  I  adequately  prepared  them 
to  perform  well?  What  could  I  learn, 
from  this  year's  essay  topics  and  from 
each  student's  feedback,  that  would 
improve  my  teaching?. ...but,  may  I 
digress?  I  am  simply  delighted  with 
the  success  of  every  Balmoral  Hall  stu- 
dent who  wrote  the  1996  AP 
Examinations ! 

Now,  to  resume  my  suspenseful 
chronology.  I  have  no  fear  of  flying. 
Even  so,  at  7:30  a.m.,  June  11th,  I  was 
airborne  —  en  route  to  Trinity  College 
—  and  I  was  afraid: 

1.  I  don't  go  out  much.  Should  I  be 
concerned  about  survival,  in  a 
strange  land? 

2.  Where  would  I  eat  and  sleep?  What 
would  I  eat?  How  well  would  I  sleep? 

3.  Would  my  conscientious  endeavour 
to  master  the  expectations  of  each 


essay  question,  known  only  since 
May  8th,  be  sufficient?  To  which 
essay  would  I  be  assigned? 

4.  Could  I  do  justice  to  each  student's 
response?  Would  I  have  time  to 
fairly  assess  every  essay? 

5.  How  valid  was  the  Reading  process? 
Who  would  monitor  the  accuracy  of 
my  Reading? 

6.  Would  this  experience  benefit 
Balmoral  Hall  School? 
Gratefully,  all  of  my  fears  were 

unfounded. 

The  Educational  Testing  Service,  in 
association  with  Trinity  College,  had 
entirely  anticipated  my  survival  needs. 
Food  was  bountiful  and  well-balanced. 
(But,  not  as  taste-tempting  as  yours, 
Carol.  Your  exclusion  of  grits,  from 
the  B.H  menu,  is  a  wise  decision.) 
Accommodation  in  Trinity  College's 
expansive  dormitories  was  comfortably 
private,  but  for  shared  washroom  facil- 
ities with  one  other  faculty  consultant. 
Indeed,  having  rigorously  read  from 
8:30  a.m.  -  5:00  p.m.  (June  12  -  June  17) 
all  of  us  slept  soundly.  Only  one  dorm 
(not  mine)  spent  a  sleepless  night  when 
the  air-conditioning  malfunctioned;  no 
joke  at  97°.  (Everyone  speaks 
Fahrenheit,  in  Texas.) 

At  7:00  a.m.,  on  June  12th,  our  essay 
assignments  were  posted.  I  was  to  read 
the  most  challenging  and  thought-pro- 
voking answers  to  Question  3.  Here 
was  the  single  essay  in  which  students 
were  encouraged  to  express  their 
knowledge  of  literature  that  had  been 
taught.  The  theme  was  "happy  end- 
ings" that  involve  "spiritual  reassess- 
ment or  moral  reconciliation". 
Students  had  been  advised  to  identify 


and  explain  the  significance  of  such  an 
ending:  "You  may  select  a  work  from 
the  list  (of  30  texts)  below,  or  another 
novel  or  play  of  literary  merit". 

By  8:30  a.m.,  I  was  seated  beside  a 
Table  Leader,  at  a  table  of  eight,  in  an 
auditorium  which  contained  240  read- 
ers of  Question  three.  All  of  us  walked 
through  a  comprehensive  rubric  of 
grading  criteria.  Then,  we  read  and 
assigned  marks  to  a  selection  of  previ- 
ously-graded sample  responses.  Next, 
we  discussed  any  discrepancies  in  grad- 
ing. None  of  us  began  to  read  actual 
essays  until  we  could  agree  upon  con- 
sistent expectations  that  were  fair  to 
students  and  to  enriched  university 
entrance.  Moreover,  throughout  the  6- 
day  session,  we  continued  to  assess  and 
discuss  sample  essays:  at  8:30  a.m., 
after  our  a.m.  break,  after  lunch,  and 
after  our  p.m.  break. 

I  was  even  further  assured  about  the 
validity  of  my  own  Reading  because 
the  Table  Leader  virtually  read  over  my 
shoulder,  during  the  first  two  days. 
Both  of  us  needed  to  be  certain  that  I 
was  grading  papers  competently.  I  was 
also  relieved  to  know  that,  if  any  of  us 
met  with  an  essay  about  a  novel  or  play 
which  we  had  not  researched,  the 
paper  would  be  offered  to  someone 
who  was  better  informed. 

In  fact,  upon  my  return,  I  feel  "bet- 
ter informed"  about  a  community  that 
strives  to  actualize  each  individual's 
potential  for  excellence!  (I  also  apolo- 
gize to  my  peers  who  will  be  dismayed 
to  learn  that  The  Davy  Crockett,  of 
our  childhood  fantasy,  has  become  a 
commercial  hotel.)

Our  full  day,  five  day  a  week 
Kindergarten  program  is  the 
only  one  of  its  kind  in 
Winnipeg,  and  it  sets  the  right 
course  for  girls  and  boys  who  are  ready 
for  a  full  day  of  school  Caring,  dedicated 
teachers  provide  a  warm,  safe  environ- 
ment for  accelerated  learning.  We  also 
have  an  Extended  Day  Program,  with 
before  and  after  school  care. 

If  someone  were  to  follow  the 
music  up  to  the  Junior  School  Gym 
any  Day  3  afternoon,  one  would  find  a 
gym  full  of  equipment  specifically 
arranged  in  a  variety  of  stations,  a 
group  of  active  Kindergarten  students 
maneuvering  their  way  through,  over, 
in,  under  and  along  the  set  apparatus. 
Three  International  students  caringly 
demonstrating,  motivating  and  encour- 
aging the  "Tykes  in  Training"  and  one 
Phys.  Ed.  Teacher  facilitating  the  show. 
Welcome  to  the  Balmoral  Hall 
Kindergarten  Gross  Motor  Program. 

The  program  is  part  of  the 
Kindergarten  Physical  Education 
Program  and  is  designed  to  provide  the 
students  with  regular  opportunities  to 
practice  specific  gross  motor  skills 
under  the  guidance  of  their  Phys.  Ed. 
Teacher,  Mrs.  Sveinson,  and  her  three 
International  assistants,  Namiko 
Konuma,  Wakako  Tateishi,  and 
Momoko  Mizoguchi,  Grade  10  and  11 
students  here  from  Japan. 

The  Kindergarten  students  practice 
skills  such  as  hopping,  skipping,  jump- 
ing, rolling,  climbing  over,  crawling 
under,  static  and  dynamic  balance,  ball 
bouncing,  tossing,  rope  jumping  and 
equipment  manipulation.  The  program 
helps  the  student  to  develop  body 
awareness  and  coordination,  move- 
ment control,  muscular  strength  and 
endurance,  eye-hand  coordination, 
aim,  and  basic  movement  skills 
required  for  later  transfer  into  sport- 
specific  activities. 


Namiko,  Wakako  and  Momoko  are 
assisting  with  the  Kindergarten  Gross 
Motor  Program  as  part  of  their 
Community  Service  Program.  The 
girls'  enthusiastic  assistance  adds  great- 
ly to  the  development  of  the 
Kindergartens'  skills.  One  note  of 
warning. ..never  challenge  one  of  our 
Kindergarten  students  to  a  contest  of 
"  walking- while-balancing-a-beanbag- 
on-your-head-then-dropping-it-in-a- 
bucket- without-using-your-hands ! "  It 
just  wouldn't  be  fair.

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The  DPPE  Story 

by  Susan  Bracken  ('66) 


More  than  14  years  ago,  it 
was  my  great  good  fortune 
to  become  the  nurse  of  Dr. 
Lorne  Brandes  at  the 
Manitoba  Cancer  Foundation,  keeping 
track  of  his  patients  in  the  chnic  and 
giving  chemotherapy  treatments.  After 
several  years,  my  job  description  some- 
how expanded  (presumably  under  the 
clause  "other  duties  as  assigned")  to 
include  injecting  mice  and  donating  my 
blood  for  experiments.  So  it  was  that 
about  six  years  ago,  armed  with 
promising  results  in  lab  animals  and  a 
license  from  the  Health  Protection 
Branch  in  Ottawa,  Dr.  Brandes  asked 
me  to  be  his  research  nurse  in  trials 
testing  DPPE  in  humans. 

DPPE  is  the  abbreviation  for  the 
long  chemical  name  of  a  novel  antihist- 
amine-like  drug  synthesized  by  Dr. 


Brandes  at  the  Department  of  Cell 
Biology  located  at  the  Cancer 
Foundation.  It  is  given  intravenously 
with  standard  chemotherapy  drugs. 
Our  clinical  trials  have  confirmed  the 
animal  data,  showing  that  DPPE  can 
increase  the  effectiveness  of  a  number 
of  chemotherapy  while  decreasing 
some  of  the  side  effects,  such  as  low 
blood  counts  and  hair  loss.  Over  the 
past  5-1/2  years,  we  have  treated  close 
to  200  patients  with  various  types  of 
advanced  cancers,  giving  more  than 
2,000  treatments.  Results  with  breast, 
prostate  and  bowel  cancers,  lym- 
phomas and  some  sarcomas  have  been 
promising;  so  much  so,  that  a  multi- 
centre trial  for  advanced  breast  cancer 
patients  was  begun  in  May  1996  under 
the  auspices  of  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  of  Canada  (NCIC). 


September,  1996,  saw  another 
momentous  event  when  a  licensing 
agreement  was  signed  with  Bristol- 
Myers  Squibb,  who  will  take  over  the 
further  development  and  distribution 
of  DPPE. 

Many  people  have  contributed  to 
the  furthering  of  our  research.  It's 
been  a  real  team  effort.  Financial 
grants,  large  and  small,  including  the 
Sellers  Murphy  &  Thorlakson 
Foundations  have  often  meant  the 
difference  between  carrying  on  or 
not.  But  the  biggest  thank  you  goes  to 
the  patients  —  the  real  heroes,  who 
had  the  courage  and  selflessness  to 
allow  themselves  to  be  "guinea  pigs" 
with  a  new  drug,  and  thereby  assist  us 
in  gaining  the  knowledge  and  exper- 
tise that  we  have  today.  Their  contri- 
bution will  never  be  forgotten. 

Further  studies  are  likely  in  the  near 
future  and,  perhaps,  DPPE  will  one 
day  be  given  early  in  treatment  where 
it  may  have  even  greater  benefit.  It  is 
important  to  remember  that  DPPE  is 
still  investigational  and  is  only  current- 
ly available  in  "Winnipeg  (with  the 
exception  of  the  NCIC  trial  which 
involves  London,  Hamilton  and 
Thunder  Bay). 

Hopefully,  this  will  prove  to  be  a  suc- 
cessful implement  in  our  war  on  cancer.
